6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and 
improving  the  Brick  School  House,  said  sum  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  plowing  roads  of  snow  and  for  the 
purchase  of  necessary  equipment,  said  sum  not  to  exceed  seven 
hundred  dollars  ($700.00)  and  to  be  expended  under  the  direct- 
ion of  the  selectmen,  or  to  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  removing  brush  from  the  sides  of 
highways,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto.

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  Care  of  Cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year,  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Old  Home  Day,  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Budget  Act. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  zoning  commission  to 
consist  of  five  members,  to  recommend  boundaries  for  zoning 
districts  in  said  town  and  to  recommend  approximate  regulations 
therefor,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Chapter  42,  of  the 
Public  Laws.
